I understand that resident interns from 


Dallas, who work the weekend shifts at 
Navarro County Memorial Hospital, are 
paid a base salary plus a percentage of 
fees from lab tests they run on patients 
they see. It seems that if an intern wanted 
to make more money he would simply run 
more lab tests on patients, whether they 
are needed or not. 


Isn't this method of paying an intern 


unfair to the patients? 


Hospital Administrator Gene Barren 


answers: "The residents are guaranteed a 
minimum for their professional services — 
either $12.50 an hgur or 70 per cent of their 
professional charges, whichever is 
greater." He said most work around 40 
hours a weekend. 


However, Ban-on corrected a misun- 


derstanding you have about the doctors: 


"These are residents, with more 


training than interns. They are doctors, 
and I believe most are 
third-year 


residents. 


"Currently, nor at any time since the 


residents from Dallas covered the 
emergency room, has any doctor received 
a percentage of tests or procedures they 
have ordered. Their income (at Memorial) 
is based purely on their professional 
services rendered." 


Several times lately when I've stopped

Stewart tried to steer the 


bargaining away from the 
firemen's request to have the 
contract supersede any state 
civil service law with which it 
conflicts. But this proved futile 
as most of the new requests by 
the firefighters were based 
upon this contention and the city 
refused to accept it.

Carrillo, who has been district 


judge since January 1971, sat 
with a slight smile on his face 
throughout the testimony. 


Asked by Rep. Bob Maloney, 


R-Dallas, if she had any rela- 
tives employed by any govern- 
mental body in Duval County, 
Mrs. Yzaguirre said no. 


Mrs. Yzaguirre said she had 


not been asked by anyone not to 
testify and responded to a 
question whether she had been 
threatened with a "not yet." 


Missing from the witnesses 


set to testify Tuesday night was 
Freer banker-rancher Clinton 
Manges. Manges, a reputedly 
powerful man in South Texas 
politics, was named in a com- 
mittee subpoena last Friday 
that has yet to be served, ac- 
cording to House officials.

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The 


mother of one of the Mormon 
missionaries that Robert Klea- 
sen is accused of killing has 
testified that Kleasen began to 
cry when she talked with him in 
his jail cell. 


"He told me he loved Gary, 


too," Mrs. Jill Darley, of Santa- 
quln, Utah, told a seven-woman, 
five man jury. 


She met with Kleasen a few 


days after her son was reported 
missing last November, she 
said. She described the talk as 
"cordial, friendly." 


It was "a mother's heart, 


pleading for her son," Mrs. 
Darley said. She showed Klea- 


sen a key case that her son had 
made and asked, "Isn't it too 
bad that Gary won't be able to 
do this anymore? 


"He bawled me out-'How 


can you talk about him being 
dead?'" 


Mrs. Darley squeezed a hand- 


kerchief between her hands as 
she testified. Her voice began to 
break several times, but she 
would pause slightly and re- 
sume her testimony. 


Asked if she had had any 


contact with her son since Oct. 
28, the day he told other Mor- 
mons that he and his companion 
missionary, Mark Fischer, 
were going to Kleasen's trailer 


for dinner, the mother said: "I 
only wish I had." 


She said she was beginning to 


establish a rapport with Klea- 
sen after about 10 minutes in the 
cell when Travis County Sheriff 
Raymond Frank appeared at 
the door and said, "Well, did 
you get what you wanted?" 
That destroyed the mood, she 
said. 


Kleasen watched Mrs. Darley 


without expression as she testi- 
fied. 


The 42-year-old Kleasen is ac- 


cused of killing Darley, 20, of 
Simi Valley, Calif., and Fischer, 
19, of Milwaukee, Wis. He is 
being tried at this time only in 


the Fischer slaying. 


Mrs. Darley and her husband, 


David, identified their son's 
wrist watch, which state wit- 
nesses said was found in 
Kleasen's trailer. 


The mother also identified the 


son's handwriting in an Oct. 19 
letter to Kleasen saying, "We'll 
plan on seeing you Mon. the 
28th. See you then." 


Mrs. Darley testified she cut 


her son's hair in January 1974 
and that his girl friend, Carry 
Hampton, of Simi Valley, Calif., 
saved some of the hair. 


Miss Hampton testified she 


gave some of the hair to Gary's 
father after the prosecution re- 


quested it for neutron activation 
analysis to see if it matched 
hair found on a taxidermist's 
band saw to which Kleasen had 
access. 


Dist. Atty. Bob Smith read to 


the jury several paragraphs 
from a manuscript found at 
Kleasen's trailer entitled "My 
Thousand Whitetails—A Poa- 
cher's notebook." The manu- 
script carries a "John T. Wil- 
liamson" byline, which the 
state claims Kleasen used as a 
pen name. 


One incident described by the 


manuscript involved the shoot- 
ing of 28 deer by the author with 
28 bullets on one late afternoon 


hunt. Sacks of guts loaded with 
rocks were dropped into a lake, 
the manuscript says. 


Another portion of the manu- 


script talks of having to dispose 
of as many as 12 deer carcasses 
"in a hurry." 


Everything is placed in plas- 


tic bags, it says, but not too 
much in each bag for fear they 
might burst. "Legs and long 
bones are sawed in half." Then 
the "poacher" takes the bags to 
trash barrels at such places as 
large schools. 


Also introduced into evidence 


were two driver's licenses al- 
legedly found at Kleasen's trail- 
er. One was for Kleasen, with a 


picture of him with a beard. It 
gives his birthday as 9-20-32 and 
says he is 6-1. The other, with a 
picture of a clean-shaven 
Kleasen, carries the name 
Richard Carl Raadt, gives his 
birthday as 10-11-31 and says he 
is 5-11. 


Four tires allegedly found in 


an old house near Kleasen's 
trailer were depicted in a pho- 
tograph given to the jury. 


The tires were not found until 


Nov. 6, defense lawyers pointed 
out, despite a three-hour search 
of the trailer by eight officers on 
Nov. 5. The missionaries' rental 
car had been found on Nov. 4, 
minus its wheels and tires. 


Kleasen 
claims 
all 
in- 


criminating evidence found at 
his trailer was planted there. 
The CIA has hounded him, he 
says, since he quit that agency 
in 1965 to join the peace move- 
ment. CIA officials have said 
Kleasen never worked for them.

1838, 
President 
Sam 


Houston appointed Dr. George 
Hill an Indian agent, and sent 
him to what later became 
recognized as Spring Hill to 
establish a trading center. Col. 
Richard Sparks and Col. W. F. 
Henderson led a band of land 
locators that made an un- 
succesful bid at surveying the 
land in the spring of 1838. In 
October of that same year, 
eighteen members of another 
surveying party were killed in 
the "Battle Creek Massacre". 


As settlers began arriving in 


increasing numbers, they made 
Dr. Hill's Trading Post as their 
headquarters. Both Spring Hill 
and Dresden grew and thrived 
until the railroad came through. 
Merchants were able to receive 
their supplies 
from Wagon 


Train via Porter's Bluff, which 
was a two-day journey from the 
Trinity 
River. 
This 
mer- 


chandise was shipped up from 
the coast and Galveston. 


Dr. Hill enticed more settlers 


to come into this area because 


of the plentiful nature of four 
things that it takes to establish a 
settlement: water, timber, wild 
meat, and soil for cultivation. 
Among the early settlers of 
Spring Hill were the Ritchies, 
Treadwells, Onstotts, Fuller- 
tons, Stockards, Matthews, 
Sidwells, Garners, Wilkinsons, 
Lawrences, Dawsons, Lees, 
McSpaddens, and Cheathams. 


A post office was established 


on November 5, 1849, and nine 
men served as postmaster there 
until its closing on June 15,1906. 


Spring Hill became so settled 


that on June 3, 1854, seven 
Master 
Masons 
signed 
a 


petition addressed to the Grand 
Lodge of Texas, which was then 
located at Wheelock, Texas, 
expressing 
their 
desire 
to 


formulate a lodge in Navarro 
County — to be designated as 
Spring Hill Lodge. Twenty-one 
days later they were authorized 
to open the Spring Hill Lodge. 


When the Masonic Lodge at 


Spring Hill organized in 1854, it 
took a lot of significance when 
placed in retrospect with the 
landmark activities 
of that 


time. It had only been nine 
years since Texas had become a 
Republic and the twenty-eighth 
state, and only eight years since 
Navarro County had 
been 


carved out of old Robertson 
County. And it would only be 
seven years until Texas would 
secede from the Union to join 
the Confederacy. 


With an outburst of the Civil 


War, 
the first company of 


Navarro Rifles was organized 
with a training site created at 
Spring Hill in 1862. In 1864, the 
Spring 
Hill 
lodge 
returns 


showed that the entire mem- 
bership of Lodge 155 was in the 
Army. 


But by 1870, the lodge was 


again swelling its membership 
—with a total of 48 members. In 
1881, the lodge was moved to 
Dawson because the railroad 
had been laid. And Spring Hill 
was about to be laid to its rest. 


The name of the Spring Hill 


Lodge 
was 
not 
officially 


changed to "Dawson 
Lodge 


155" until 1905. The change 
stirred up quite a controversy in 
the area.

The Springs at this site supplied 
water to Indians for centuries 
before white settlers arrived. In 
1838 
Dr. George Washington 


Hill (1814-60) built a trading 
post near the springs, and in 
October of that year a skirmish 
between the surveying party 
and Kickapoo Indians occurred 
in this vicinity. 


"After serving as Republic of 


Texas Secretary of War under 
President Sam Houston, Dr. 
Hill returned here about 1843, 
reopened the trading post, built 
a home, and began practicing 
medicine. In Jan. 1847, his 
brother-in-law, Robert Harve 
Matthews (1814-94), settled 
here. A post 
office 
was 


established on November 5, 
1849, 
with Dr. Hill as post- 


master. A building erected in 
1850 served as both church and 
schoolhouse; by 1855, Matthews 
had opened a store.

Dr. Lamb 


Blood test checks amount of sugar 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 


writing you because I would 
like to know about the diabetic 
blood test. I am a diabetic and 
always have had blood drawn 
from my arm for the test. 


My doctor retired and I went 


to a new doctor. He took the 
test from blood from my finger. 
Dr. Lamb, I would like to know 
if he got enough blood to really 
tell if the diabetes existed or 
not. 
If you say it is O.K. to 


make a test that way I will be 
satisfied, but I have doubts 
about the way he did it. 


DEAR READER - 
There 


are several ways of measuring 
the level of blood glucose. Any 
of these are fine if the normal 
values for that procedure are 
established for that laboratory. 
You doctor used a micro or 
capillary method which is fine 
for usual follow-up of a 
diabetic. 


I'd like to take this opportuni- 


ty to point out that the use of 
oral diabetes drugs is under a 
real cloud. Several years ago a 
cooperative study by specialists 
from several universities 
suggested that they were of 
doubtful value and noted a 
higher incidence of heart at- 
tacks in patients taking them. 


Recently these findings were 


independently evaluated by the 
Biometric Society and the fin- 
dings published in the Journal 
of the American 
Medical 


Association 
(JAMA). Their 


analysis confirmed the earlier 
findings of the study. 


In an editorial on the subject 


in the J A M A a f t e r the 
Biometric Society analysis, Dr. 
Thomas Chalmers, president of 
Mount Sinai Medical Center in 
New York, states, "the 
p r o b a b i l i t y 
t h a t 
oral 


hypoglycemic agents 
cause 


premature deaths from car- 
diovascular disease 
remains 


valid." He suggested that "a 
majority of the patients on oral 
drugs could get along with mild 
dietary restrictions." 


The studies linking oral 


hypoglycemic medicines to an 
increased rate of heart attacks 
was also confirmed by the 
Mayo Clinic. In view of these 
developments, anyone taking 
these medicines should check 
with his doctor to see if the 
medicines should be continued 
or not.
